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H. L. Mencken, 
Gadfly of ’20’s 


Henry Louis Mencken cele- 


brates his 75th birthday this 


week. He has outlived the indi- 
viduals and the 
groups which 
used to entreat 
the Lord to 
strike him 
down and bring 
him to judg- 
ment and hell- 
fire. The pres- 
ent generation 
hardly knows 
him at all. 
Those who fan- 

eied themselves young rebels in 

the 20s will never forget him. 

In all the history of the Re- 
public no nonpolitical person has 
ever become such an Everest of 
controversy. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that many church- 
men, civic ‘‘leaders,” and ‘‘for- 
ward lookers’’ were moved by 
him to near apoplexy. Indeed, 
the belief was current that 
Mencken’s writings brought Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan to his 
death in Dayton after the 
‘‘monkey trial’ ended. (Doctors, 
though, said it was overweight 
and a heavy~ noon-day meal, 
topped off with a huge helping 
of pie, which caused the funda- 
mentalist’s soul to depart dur- 
ing the after-dinner nap.) 

Rotary, Kiwanis, the Elks and 
other clubs of his time regarded 
him with chest-heaving anger. 
They were a part of the “‘Amer- 
ican credo’”’ of the 20s and he 
harried them mercilessly* 

The South was one of his tar- 
gets. Once he castigated it for 
its lack of writers, artists, mu- 
sicians and libraries in a piece 
titled, *“‘The Sahara of the Bo 
zart.”’ oe 

His invective style made him 
“the native American Voltaire.” 

As the enemy of all puritans 
and of the ‘‘genteel”’ traditions, 
he scalded all his opposition 
with the acid of one of the great 
vocabularies of all time.

In order to appreciate why 
much of the clergy, especially the 
Baptists and Methodists who were 
his most frequent subjects, was 
driven to spluttering anger, it is 
necessary to reprint a sample 
paragraph such as set the South- 
ern editors to writing demands for 
the Mencken scalp:

He once pleased Southerners 
by suggesting it would have 
been best for all if the roles at 
Appomattox had been reversed. 
But, hardly had he delighted 
them when he had them crying 
for his blood by saying that the 
superior minority at the helm 
would not have “yielded itself to 
the Heflins, Caraways, Bilbos and 
Tilmans.”’ 

New York was a “third-rate 
Babylon” . . . if the best Ameri- 
can symphonic instructors were 
to go to Europe they would be 
set to polishing trumpets.”’ ‘The 
chief business of the nation is the 
setting up of heroes, mainly 
bogus.”’ 

A man of immense erudition 
and information, Mencken was 
to America what Bernard Shaw 
was to Britain. 

Certainly he was a critical 
spur. He created a national re- 
bellion against hypocrisy and 
pretense. In the long run he was 
good for us. Much of his work 
will survive because it was lucid 
and magnificently done. His cas- 
tigations, such as the one here 
illustratively employed, are for- 
got. The present generation 
doesn’t know him. It might be 
well for them to read from “A 
Mencken Chrestomathy” to 
learn something of the 1920's, 
and of Mencken.

French Get Okay on Moroccan Peace 


Plan; Neither Sultan To Sit on Throne 


PARIS, Sept. 13 (UP)— France 
formally removed the last obstacle 
to its Moroccan peace plan today 
by agreeing to Sultan Mohammed 
Ben Moulay Arafa's terms for his 
retirement. 

The government guaranteed per- 
mission to Arafa to retain his titles 
and honors and to protect his inter- 
ests. It also assured the sultan that 
his arch rival, exiled Sultan Mo- 
hammed Ben Youssef, would never 
gain the Moroccan throne. 

Those were the last objections 
raised by Arafa to the French plan 
to restore order in its North Afri- 
can protectorate. He was expected | 
to step down without further delay | 


and retire to Tangier in the inter- 
national zone. 

France also took action in its two 
other North African territories, the 
protectorate of Tunisia, and Al- 
geria, officially a part of metro- 
politan France. 

The French government, in rec- 
ognition of the new self-rule status 
of Tunisia, named career diplomat 
Roger Seydoux as commissioner 
general. He followed a long line 
of French resident generals. 

At the same time, the Bey of 


Ben Ammar’s resignation early to- 
day was expected. He agreed to 
become premier only to negotiate 
self-rule, which went into effect 10 
days ago. 

In Alberia, the French govern- 
ment outlawed the Algerian Com- 
munist Party for supporting the 
bloody Nationalist uprising that 
killed an estimated 1,500 persons 
across North Africa last month.

today net farm income declined| 


slightly more than 4 per cent dur- 
ing the first half of this year. A 
further decline during the year’s 
third quarter was forecast. 

Net income — the amount left 
from agricultural returns after 
paying production cost — was said 


to have run at the annual rate of | 


$11,100,000,000 during the first 
half of the year, compared with 
$11,600,000,000 last year and $12,- 
900,000,000 in 1953. 

The loss in Income was attribut- 
ed chiefly to a drop in farm prices, 
averaging about 5 per cent. 

The department’s income report 
was issued at a time when many 
Democratic leaders were criticiz- 
ing the administration’s farm poli- 
cies, claiming that they are inade- 
quate to assure farmers prosper- 
ous conditions. 


The report said net farm income 
dropped to an annual rate of $10.- 
800,000,000 in the second quarter 
of this year from a rate of 11 
billion during the first quarter. 

“Judging from preliminary data 
for July and August only, realized 
net income will probably decline 


somewhat further in the third 
quarter,”’ the department said, 
adding: 


“Prices paid by farmers for pro- 
duction items declined slightly in 
July and August, so that the an- 
nual rate of production expenses 
may drop off a little from the sec- 
ond quarter to the third quarter. 

“On the other hand, prices of 
all farm products in July and Au- 
gust averaged 4 per cent lower 
than in the April-June quarter, and 
gross income on a. seasonally ad- 
justed basis is likely to be down 
considerably more than expenses 
in the third quarter.”’

Reds Sate

GI Schools 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (UP)— 
Senate investigators have uncov- 
ered evidence the government has 
poured thousands of dollars into 
veterans training schools operated 
by Communists, it was disclosed 
today. 

Chairman John L. McClellan (D- 
Ark), told a news conference the 
Senate investigating subcommittee 
plans to make a full scale public 
inquiry into the situation later this 
year. 

“If our information is confirmed 
by the facts,’”’ he said, the sub- 
committee may recommend 
changes in the Gi Bill of Rights 
to prevent federal funds from going 
to such schools. 

McClellan emphasized the inves- 
tigation thus far indicated the 
Veterans Administration was not to 
blame for making payments to 
schools whose staff members or 
operators have Communist connec- 
tions. ° 

He also said the subcommittee 
staff has found nc immediate evi- 
dence that the schools involved 
teach the Communist doctrine or 
do organization work for the party. 

So far as the staff has learned, 
the schools are mostly private 
trade or training establishments 
and mot well known colleges or 
universities, McClellan said. 

McClellan refused to identify any 
of the schools or give away other 
details. But he said they generally 
are located on the East Coast and 
had “*hundreds”’ of former service- 
men enrolled. 

McClellan was asked about a re- 
port that one school had received 
more than one million dollars from 
the VA since 4947. He said ‘‘that 
would not be too inaccurate.”

Is Farmer’s ‘Dream’ 


Headed for Revival? 


The American farmer is going to be a 
popular fellow in 1956. He always is dur- 
ing election years. Both Democrats and 
Republicans will let the promises fly thick 
and fast in attempts to outdo each other in 
offering solutions to his ills. 

The GOP will have a slight disad- 
vantage. In fact, it may be downright dif- 
ficult for them to overcome their prom- 
ises of 1952. In that year, most farmers 
will remember, candidate Eisenhower 
and the GOP went up and down the coun- 
try preaching “100 per cent parity.” 

The record may prove a bit embarrass- 
ing. The “peace and prosperity” appeal 
will sound a little hollow. So will the ef- 
fort to explain sagging farm income as a 
hangover from Democratic price-prop 
policies. For after all, Mr. Benson will 
have been running things for about three 
years. 

Right now the figures show up some- 
thing like this: 

In the final year of the Truman ad- 
ministration the national income was al- 
most $290,000,000,000. In 1955 it is run- 
ning at a rate of $320,000,000,000. 


Broken down the figures show that 
average weekly wages have risen from 
$67.97 to more than $75. Corporate profits 
have risen from $35,900,000,000 in 1952 to 
almost $43,000,000,000 this year. 


During the same period, farm income 
has slipped from $36,800,000,000 to a rate 
of about $33,000,000,000. The ratio of 
prices received by farmers to prices paid 
by farmers has dropped from 100 in 1952 
to 84 in 1955. The index of prices received 
is 6 per cent lower than a year ago. 


Democrats are already making their 
pitch—talking of rewarding farmers for 
increasing production, restoration of 90 
per cent parity supports and incentive pay. 
The GOP is being charged with neglecting 
the farmer while favoring other segments 
of the economy. 


While the issue may not determine the 
outcome of the presidential race as it did 
in 1952, it certainly may decide who con- 
trols Congress. A recent poll of Midwest 
farmers—in an area in which more than 
25 House seats are at stake—showed over- 
whelming sentiment against Benson’s 
policies. 

Meanwhile, the farmer will get a lot 
more attention and a lot more promises 
come next summer. Before it’s over he is 
apt to think he is returning to the “dream 
world” from which one of Mr. Benson’s 
economists said he was emerging.

Perhaps Distressway 
Makes a Happier Name 


Expressways affect different people in 
different ways. It is all according to tem- 
perament. 

There is, for instance, the type who 
can’t resist the invitation to break the 
speed limit, such as the driver who hit 
115 m.p.h. before losing control of his car, 
Police said this is the speediest thing yet 
in their record books. The miracle here 
is not in the speed but in the fact that the 
driver and his four passengers were not 
killed. 

There is the other extreme, the slow 
moving road hog, and this breed seems 
to be multiplying. There is a lane for driv- 
ers who prefer the minimum to the maxi- 
mum speed but regrettably they don’t 
seem to like this lane and there is nobody 
around to force them into it. 

There is an increase also in those ve- 
hicles which don’t even attain the mini- 
mum speed. Particularly guilty here are 
heavy trucks, which the gentle grades of 
the expressway slow down to a crawl. 
There too are the ancient truck and pas- 
senger vehicles which should not be al- 
lowed on any road, much less one designed 
for express traffic. 

At rush hours the expressway already 
is obsolete and the downtown connector 
isn’t even finished. It gets clogged and 
jammed at times, almost like Peachtree in 
the good old days of street cars. 

Rivers silt up and their channels must 
be dredged to keep the stream free flow- 
ing. It’s about time Atlanta cleaned its 
main north and south traffic channels of 
derelicts, drifting wrecks and drivers who 
would be happier in a slow moving, stop 
and go traffic stream.

Should Be Compulsory 


Automobile insurance having mounted 
into an appreciable item in operating ex- 
penses, the average car owner these days 
is looking for ways to cut costs and still 
keep adequate coverage. 

An article in the North Georgia 
Tribune at Canton shows a way. 

Agents of some of the companies have 
been pointing up the fact that the driver 
education course in high schools is a real 


money saver. They say the premium sav- 
ings om the young person in the 16-25 
age bracket who has had driver training 
will average $5 a year. 

That means if a student takes the 
course at 16, by the time he is 25 the 
savings will have mounted to $45. 

Thus for the 150 students in Canton 
High School who took the course last year, 
the Canton weekly points out, the potential 
cash saving to parents and young people 
will be $6,750. 

There is, of course, amother economy 
in which parents are even more inter- 
ested—that is the saving in loss of life 
and limb. 

But we cite the monetary advantage 
for the benefit of those who consider 
driver education a “fad amd a frill.” It is 
highly possible those people will live to 
see the day when the course is compul- 
sory.

World Bank Is Proving 


A Powerful Influence 


In an era when there seems to be no 
solution to many of the world’s problems, 
the statement from the World Bank in 
Washington about conditions in general 
sounds like downright optimism. 

“Throughout most of the world,” the 
statement said, “in the vital race between 
population and production, production is 
drawing ahead and living standards are 
on the rise.” 

Established 10 years ago to aid in eco- 
nomic reconstruction and development in 
areas where private capital could not ven- 
ture, the 10th annual report of the bank 
proves the experiment to have been well 
justified. 

Financed entirely by government capi- 
tal of member nations, the bank last year 
made loans of about $410,000,000 and re- 
ported met earnings of $25,000,000. It is 
becoming a self-sustaining international 
venture. 

Best proof of its effectiveness and of 
the improved economic conditions through- 
out the world is*the revival of private 
capital investment in areas where the bank 
operates. In addition; the institution has 
been able to raise much of its operating 
capital from private sources. 

Concerned also with promoting world 
trade and with advising governments on 
economic and fiscal policies, the bank has 
been able to help guide world economic 
trends. Right now it is worried about in- 
flationary pressures, especially those 
emanating from Great Britain. 

This experiment in international fi- 
nance is paying off in better international 
economic relations—the root of most po- 
litical tensions. In providing capital where 
it is needed most, it is striking at the pov- 
erty that breeds communism.

Will See Us Through 


Guilt by association still is a national 
illness, Evidence of this disease first 
became apparent during the high times 
of Sen. Joseph McCarthy and his apparent 
belief that anyone who ever spoke to a 
Communist or read a book on commu- 
nism automatically became a Communist 
himself. 

Sen. McCarthy talked himself to 
death on television but the dangerous 
seed he planted still bursts into bloom. 
The latest, and perhaps most ridiculous, 
examples of guilt by association were the 
refusal of some branches of the armed 
services to commission well qualified men 
because the loyalty of their parents was 
suspect. 

Public reaction was laughter mixed 
with indignation. The harassed services 
announced reviews of these cases and 
reversal of policy followed. 

The temporary embarrassment suf- 
fered by the officer candidates was worth 
it. Their predicament reduced this overly 
thin thesis to absurdity and probably 
put an end to it. 

Communism is an evil, a many edged 
one. Like many other evils, it infects 
those who fight against it. The fighters of 
evil often become so preoccupied with 
their subject, whether communism or sins 
of the flesh, they begin to absorb some 
of the qualities of the thing they fight. 

Thus we fight communism to pre- 
serve our liberties, in fighting it we often 
use the very means we deplore in the 
Communists themselves. 

How can we preserve liberty and use 
essentially undemocratic methods to safe- 
guard it? That is the great American di- 
lemma. 

The solution seems to lie in the toler- 
ance of the majority of.the people and 
their sense of ridiculous. Laughter is a 
more potent weapon than logic and the 
theory of guilt by association in this in- 
stance has been laughed out of court.

Most Hay Fever Sufferers 
Have To Grin and Bear It 


The pollen season is upon us and the greatest offender of them 
all—the ragweed—is now getting in its licks, Though doctors disagree 
on the methods to be used in attacking the pollen problem, it is time 
for asthma and hay fever sufferers to take measures to reduce their 


annual fall torment. 

Some experts claim the pollen 
in the air cannot be controlled lo- 
cally since the air you breathe 
comes from hundreds of miles 
away and since there is no way to 
control the contents of the air. 
However, most of the experts be- 
lieve that those who live directly 
adjacent to a field heavily infested 
with ragweed, for example, carf 
lessen their torment by removing 
the ragweed. 

Those living close to large fields 
infested with ragweed naturally 
get a tremendous amount of pollen 
with each gust of wind blowing 
from the field toward the home, 
The pollen count in the air next 
to such a field is extremely high. 

The best method for relief is to 
get away from the pollen alto- 
gether, One can do that by going 
to the mountainous regions, to 
areas of low pollen infestation, 
which include the southern tip of 
Florida. 

For those not so fortunate, the 
various antihistamines, sprays, 


shots and air purification ma- 
chines will come in handy. There 
is no way to go to football games, 
however, sit in the open and not 
face a heavy pollen count in the 
fall, unless of course one can avail 
himself of an oxygen tank, which 
will do the job and lend color to 
the occasion as well.

per head of population than be- 
fore the outbreak of World War II. 
In Russia, China and eastern 
Europe, however, the average 
man is still eating less than he did 
before the war. 

These conclusions are drawn 
from ‘‘The State of Food and Agri- 
culture 1955,’’ the annual report 
issued by the United Nations Food 
and Agriculture Organization. This 
year’s report is a 236-page volume 
designed to commemorate the 
tenth anniversary of FAO by re- 
viewing food production and agri- 
culture in the last ten years. 

Data relating to Russia, China 
and east Europe are incomplete, 
said the FAO report, but the gen- 
eral course of food production and 
agriculture in those countries is 
fairly well known. Immediately 
after the war, output in Russia and 
eastern Europe was lower than in 
any other region of the world. Re- 
covery has been slow, both be- 
cause initial damage was greater 
and because the Communist rulers 
put emphasis on industry to the 
detriment of agriculture. 


IMPORTS GRAIN 


At this moment cereal produc- 
tion in eastern Europe is not yet 
back .to prewar levels, and the 
region imports grain. Cattle num- 
bers are likewise below prewar 
figures. In the USSR cereal pro- 
duction is slightly over and live- 
stock numbers slightly below pre 
war levels. Since the population is 
considerably greater, food avail- 
ability must have decreased ap- 
preciably. This is confirmed by the 
fact that livestock products are 
being imported and that a major 
effort to increase cereal produc- 
tion is now under way. 

Agricultural production in China 
was not significantly affected. by 
World War II, but over-all output 
had not ever recovered from the 
floods and war of the thirties. The 
civil war retarded recovery, and 
production was further impeded by 
administrative changes consequent 
on the implanting of the Commu- 
nist regime. Since the population 
has kept rising, it may be pre- 
sumed that the average inhabitant 
of China is eating less today than 
he did before the war. 


PRODUCTION DOWN 


At the end of the war agricul- 
tural production was down five per 
cent and world population up ten 
per cent compared to the period 
just before the war. There was 
therefore a 15 per cent fall in pro- 
duction per head of population by 
1954 this lag had been made good 
—in some countries—to such an 
extent that they were troubled by 
surpluses, In 1954-55 food produc- 
tion failed for the first time since 
the war to show any appreciable 
increase, but food availability per 
head was still slightly ahead of 
prewar supplies. 

The progress made was ‘‘par- 
ticularly spectacular’ in western 
Europe. Crop production had re- 
gained its prewar level by 1948-49, 
and in the following eight years 
net farm output was increased by 
another 60 per cent. Livestock pro- 
duction regained the prewar level 
a couple of years later than crop 
production. The world as a whole, 
omitting the Communist bloc, now 
produces about 20 per cent more 
rice, milk and cotton than before 
the war, about 30 per cent more 
wheat, fats and meats, 50 per cent 
more fruit and sugar, and 80 per 
cent more rubber without counting 
synthetic rubber.

HEMPSTEAD, L.I., Sept. 13—An Air Force medium bomber 
crashed into a cemetery today, killing all six men aboard, as the 
pilot aimed his crippled craft away from a row of small homes. 


The tragedy occurred three min- 
utes after the twin-engined North 
American Mitchell took off at 8:30 
a.m. from Mitchel Air Force Base, 
bound for Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base, Dayton, Ohio.

To Being Erased in Mergings

Any sweeping “plan of improve- 
ment” for DeKalb’s 11 govern- 
ments is likely to run into strong 
opposition from the county’s small 
towns. 


A recent poll indicates that 
economy is not the chiefest virtue 
of government in the eyes of De- 
Kalb mayors. The consensus was 
that even if it is more expensive 
to maintain 11 separate govern- 
ments, the system has the ad- 
vantage of local control of local 
affairs. 

The polled Mayors represent 
about 23 per cent of the county’s 
population. Questionnaires were 
sent to officials of nine municipal- 
ities lying entirely within DeKalb 
County. Atlanta-in-DeKalb was not 
considered, since that area long 
ago merged with Atlanta. 


SENTIMENT UNKNOWN 
Unfortunately there is no simple

Whereas five years ago the 
uncharted suburban _ areas 
trailed the cities—including At- 
lanta-in-DeKalb—by 61,140 to T75,- 
255, they now lead 107,594 to 86,432. 


But they lack the advantage of 
organization, and it is likely that 
any change in government would 
have to be moderate enough to win 
at least passive approval of the 
municipalities. 

MERGER NOT LIKELY 


This assumption indicates: 

1. Merger with Atlanta is not 
likely for a long time. Unification 
with Atlanta would probably be 
the most economical] plan in the 
long run, for the Griffenhagen re- 
port on county government said 
the smallest number of govern- 
ments would be the cheapest.

South’s rebid of two no trump 
with only 14 high card points is 
not in order. The prescribed fig- 
ure is 16 with an occasional shad- 
ing to 15.

If a truck pulls into 
their driveway to install a TV 
set, the mentally disturbed per- 
son knows the antenna on the 
roof is placed there to emit 
death rays. 


Others think they are God, 
Napoleon, or a famous Shake- 
spearean star, and act the part, 
with gestures. Still others be- 
come inventors. One man de- 
vised a streamlined rocket that 
could run on land, sea, or in the 
air. He suspected all men with a 
swarthy complexion of being for-

Martha Berry. It was true that Possum Trot church had holes 
in the floor and the walls and leaks in the roof. But it had 
done well enough for many years, and it would do for many 
more if worshippers were agile enough to keep moving on 4 
rainy day. 

He saw no reason fér her to get stirred up about patching 
floor and roof and walls. It was the kind of womenfolks doing 
that irritated him. 

‘“There’ll be a barrel of lemonade and a box of cake for all 
who come and work,”’ said Miss Berry imperturably. 

So they came. From all around they came. And Possum 
Trot church got a face lifting that was a sight to see. 

That was many, many years ago and next Sunday morning 
along about 10 o’clock dozens of men and women who received 
their early education at old Possum Trot will return for a 
day-long session of worship, feasting and reunion.

I never knew Miss Berry but 
they say her spirit lives on today in the quaint little log buildings 
and the grand Ford-financed brick structures and the field stone 
buildings. Her presence is certainly very real when you talk 
to Mrs. Henry, 


She stops being a paragon of virtue, beautiful and remote 
as a picture on the wall, and becomes a lively, spunky woman 
who had humor and wit and her share of personal foibles and 
crochets. They preserve some of her personal belongings in a 
beautiful chest in the handcraft building and you could tell 
by looking at them that she was a woman who loved beauty— 
gently bred and utterly feminine. And yet the story they tell 
when they show you the lace dress and the narrow slippers and 
the ostrich plumes she wore when she was presented at court 
in London reveals an intensely practical, close-to-the-earth 
woman. 


It seems that Miss Berry’s fame as an educator had spread 
to the royal family in England and she was invited to be pre- 
sented to King George and Queen Mary. Her family thought 
she needed a rest and urged her to make the trip, finally giving 
it to her as a present because she insisted on spending all her 
own money on her beloved school. 


When she went to be outfitted for her bow to the King and 
Queen Miss’ Berry was appalled to learn that the train she was 
to wear would cost her $300. The idea that she might rent it 
was equally appalling to the court furnishers. She had to wear 
the train and’ she had to buy it. 


“I have a boy in my school who is working for his educa- 
tion,’’ Miss Berry said. ‘‘He has the fingers of a surgeon. 
Three hundred dollars will keep him in school two more years. 
I think you'd better deliver my regrets to their majesties.’’ 

They let Miss Martha Berry rent the train and it was later 
reported that King George and Queen Mary considered them- 
selves honored that she had come at all.

New Value in Southern Accent

An Atlantan knows the value 
of a Southern accent. 

Mrs. Laicia Collier Cooke has 
been securing local ‘‘types’’ 
flavored with a Southern accent 
to play supporting roles in 
Walt Disney's film tentatively 
titled ‘‘The Great Locomotive 
Chase.” 

Mrs. Cooke, who has been in 
and out of show business all her 
life, was asked by Disney rep- 
resentatives to find local talent 
for the movie to be filmed in 
North Georgia with Fess 
Parker as the star. 

Her search for talent includ- 
ed finding a ‘thin emaciated 
man, a jolly fat man, a tough 
character, a Negro butler, a 
Negro farmer who could han- 
die a team of mules and two 
15-year-old boys, one with big 
ears.” 

One of the main factors in the 
studio's decision to cast these 
roles locally was the desire to 
have authentic Southern ac- 
cents. 

Mrs. Cooke agrees that the 
hammed-up accents of actors 
and actresses who have never 
been South of the Mason-Dixon 
line is ‘‘pretty terrible. | 

‘But even I have advised 
people interested in the theater 
their Southern accent must go,’’ 
she admitted. 

In her role as a casting di- 
rector for the Disney film, 
Mrs. Cooke talked to more than 
150 people, selecting more than 
30 to try out for the various 
parts. 

The hardest part of her job 


was finding the emaci- 
ated man.”’ 

“There aren’t many like that 
around here,”’ she said. ‘‘We 
eat too good in the South.” 

Mrs. Cooke might be called 
a “Jane of all trades’ as far 
as the theater is concerned. 

At 17, she launched a varied 
and somewhat fabulous career 
while attending the Jacksonville 
College of Music. She was a 
member of the Jacksonville 
Light Opera Co. for two sea- 
sons, singing supporting roles 
because she was too young for 
leading parts. 

In 1930, she went to New 
York for further study and sup- 
ported herself dancing and do- 
ing office work. She ‘‘danced 
everywhere’ with the Ameri- 
can Ballet Guild, now the Bal- 
let Theater, teaming up with 
such stars as Paul Draper. She 
won roles as a ballet star and 
as a tap dancer, as well as be- 
coming well known as a lyric 
soprano. She starred in opera, 
Broadway shows and in con- 
certs, 

At a concert rehearsal in New 
York she met singer-actor Mar- 
tin Cooke, whom she later mar- 
ried. 

Mrs. Cooke has taught voice, 
speech and dramatics both in 
New York and Atlanta. An ac- 
complished make-up artist and 
hairdresser, she has often made 
costumes for entire opera pro- 
ductions.
